WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—The 
Senate today adopted a proposal by 
Democratic Leader Robinson strik- 
ing the $19,000,000 fund for air mail 
from the Treasury-Postoffice bill. 
The vote was 39 to 35. 

The vote was a victory for the 
Democrats in their efforts to slash 
appropriations and help by that 
much in balancing the budget for 
the new administration. 

It came after Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, was defeated in 


Ei ;an attempt to cut the $19,000;000} © 


fund in half and Senator Metcalf 
(Rep.), Rhode Island, succeeded 
with an amendment to reduce it to 
$16,000,000. 

Robinson said his object was to 
“test the sense of the Senate” on 
the matter of “subsidies.” 

“We talk here day after day 
about reducing appropriations,’ he 
said, “and we do nothing. 

“We appropriate $19,000,000 for a 
service which at best is dispensable. 

“IT believe it is in the nature of 
a luxury and ought to be reorgan- 
ized in order to pay for itself. If 
we can’t stop subsidies, it is foolish 
for us to talk about economy.” 

Robinson argued that several 
months remained before the new 
administration will be called upon 
to act on new air mail contracts 
and meanwhile the matter could be 
reduced cost, the 
appropriation to be made later in 
a deficiency bill. 

Senator Bingham (Rep.), Connec- 
ticut, argued present air mail car- 
riers were working under certifi- 
cates which held until April 3, 1936, 
and were irrevocable except for 
wilful neglect. 

Eight Republicans and 30 Demo- 
crats and the Farmer-Labor Sen- 
ator, Shipstead of Minnesota, voted

Democrats — Copeland, Costigan, 
Long, McGill and Reynolds—joined 
30 Republicans against it.

Trial Brought to Sudden 
Close After Jury Is Se- 
lected — Each Gets One 
to 10 Years. 


JUDGE PRAISES 
DETECTIVE WORK 


Regrets That There Is No 
Prison Sentence Adequ- 
ate for Crime Which 
Caused $480,000 Loss.

SALEM, Ill., Feb. 1—After a jury 
had béen impaneled to try four 
men, two of them St. Louisans, on 
a charge of arson in the $480,000 
fire in downtown Centralia last 
May, the four defendants pleaded 
guilty here today and brought the 
case to close with unforeseen sud- 
denness. 

Joseph Altman, 52-year-old unem- 
ployed capmaker of 5820 Cote Bril- 
liante avenue, St. Louis, the last to 
maintain his innocence, changed 
his plea to guilty just before noon 
after a conference with his attor- 


ney, W. G. Wilson. 

Earlier in the forenoon guilty 
pleas were entered by Louis Boltz- 
man,.St. Louis ex-conviét and con- 
fessed “torch” in a. Southern Illi- 
nois arson gang; Charles Silver, in 
whose furniture store the Centralia 
fire was set, and Jack Randall of 
Kansas City. All were to have tes- 
tified against Altman and had sig- 
nified their intention of pleading 
guilty before the calling of the case 
for trial. 

Comment by Court. 

Each was sentenced to serve one 
to 10 years in the penitentiary. Cir- 
cuit Judge Dove, after sentencing 
Altman, said: 

“This case has been a most ex- 
ceptional piece of work on the four | 
of the ‘investigators. The four | 
pleas of guilty speak well for the 
excellent work of the Illinois Fire 
Marshal, the St. Louis Police De- 
partment and the investigators of 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 

“I cannot conceive of a more das- 
tardly or inexcusable crime than is 
here charged. It is true that the 
widespread results exceeded your 
intentions (the destruction of the 
Silver store), but the results never- 
theless were overwhelmingly disas- 
trous. Claims totaling $480,000 were 
entered against the insurance com- 
panies. There really is no sort of 
a penitentiary sentence adequate 
for a crime of this kind.” 

Altman, asked what he had to 
say, ascribed his participation in 
the plot to the need of money which 
followed.the death of his wife, who 
left him with six children. He said 
he was led into the plot by Boltz- 
man, his brother-in-law. 

“I see now that I cannot get out 
of it,” he said. “I want to say .o 
the Court that my sons,.Irwin and

good, but they didn’t know it, and

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—A pessi- 


mistic prospect for. enactment of 
bankruptcy revision legislation this 
session was seen today by Senator 
Hastings (Rep.), Delaware, chair- 
man of a sub-committee working on 
it, after the Legislative Committee 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission had criticised its applica- 
tion to railroads. 

‘The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Committee, headed by Com- 
missioner Joseph B. Eastman, dis- 
approved strongly of Hastings’ own 
bill for the purpose. 

While critical of the La Guardia- 
McKeown bill passed by the House, 
he recommended it be passed if a 
more thorough plan could not be 
obtained now. 


Hastings said there was great|P 


pressure bemg brought to bear for 
passage of such e bill but there was 


little chance:of getting the two 
houses together if lawyers could not 
agree on details. He said he would 
discuss the Interstate Commerce 
Commission report with the Attor- 
mey-General and Solicitor-Gennra] 
Thacher, would call the sub-com- 
mittee together tomorrow and 
hoped to report to the full Judici- 
ary Committee by next Monday. 

‘The House bill would extend re- 
lief to individuals, corporations, 
drainage and other improvement 
districts and railroads. 

Procedure Provided. 

It would enable the individuals to 
file with the district Federal Courts 
a plan for cutting his indebtedness 
or extending payment time, which 
would go into effect with approval 
of a majority of the creditors or 
even without, if the court deems 
best. Corporations voluntarily could 
follow a similar procedure. 

‘Railroads, before filing a reor- 
ganization petition, would be re- 
quired to submit it to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and 
virtually all details of the plan 
would be under that commission's 
regulation, with the courts holding 
power to approve or reject but not 
modify the program. 

The Eastman committee recom- 
mended that the petition go direct- 
ly to court, with a copy of the In- 


* terstate Commerce Commission for 


advisory action. It regarded as 
much more desirable, however, the 
creation of a special Federal court 
or a new department in the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to 
handle all reorganization procedure. 

The report’s concession to the 
House bill was based upon a belief 
it set forth that it probably would 
riot be possible to pass legislation 
for its own far-reaching proposal 
during the remaining weeks ofthe 
present session. 

: More Time to Pay. 

The House bill beyond the rail- 
road angle would enable individual]s 
and corporations to put into effect 
through Federal courts a program 
giving them more time to pay or 
cytting down their debts to propor- 
tions they can meet.

WASHINGTON; Feb. 1--An at- 
tempt to throttle the Federal Trade 
Commission’s investigation of the 
public utility industry, and to head 
off its proposed inquiry into the 
financial practices of large. cor- 
porations, aroused a storm of oppo- 
sition on the House floor today. 
The attempt came at the very time 
that the commission was making 


‘additional disclosures pertaining to 


the collapse of the Ingull “empire.” 

For years powerful interests have 
sought to curtail the appropriations 
through which the commission was 
enabled to carry on its fact-finding 
work, but invariably were blocked 
by a combination of Democrats and 
Progressives. A few days ago, how- 
ever, the House Appropriations 
Committee reported a bill reducing 
the commission’s annual budget 
from $1,466,500 to $510,000. Its 
adoption would put a summary end 
to all commission investigations. 

When the matter reached the 
House floor today, Representative 
John J, Cochran, St. Louis Demo- 
crat, served notice that he would 
offer an amendment increasing the 
appropriation to $1,000,000 for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 

“Protects Mass of People.’ 

“T cannot understand,” he said, 
“why the committee asks us to 
cripple the only Government com- 
mission which serves to protect the 
mass of the people. Year after 
year certain interests have come 
here asking us to cut off this ap- 
propriation, and always their ef- 
forts have been defeated by the 
Democrats, 

‘It is absolutely vital that the 
commission be enabled to continue 
its work. If the proposed reduc- 
tion igs made, the commission wil] 
not be able to prepare a_ report 
covering its findings, and years of 


investigation by hundreds of trained 


experts will be lost. I consider it 
especially important that the cqm- 
mission be permitted to continue 
its investigation of the methods 
which resulted in the Insull scan- 
dal.” 

Cochran alluded to the fact that 
the commission is now laying the 
groundwork for an exhaustive in- 
quiry into the financial practices of 
corporations, . especially those 
which sell their security issues to 
the general public.

books at the figure of $237,892,050. 
Virtually all the securities compris- 
ing this list had been pledged with 
banks and other creditors, leaving 
only $1,646,580 unpledged when the 
crash*came. 

As a matter of fact, the com- 
pany not only had pledged virtually 
all its own securities, but had bor- 
rowed and pledged still others. 

The condition of the Insull com- 
panies could have been disclosed 
prior to the collapse, and some of 
the loss to investors might have 
been averted, except for legal ob- 
stacles, These Obstacles were 
raised originally by Electric Bond 
and Share Co., which went into 
court to prevent the commission 
from seeing its books. Only after 
this case was decided in favor of 
the commission was it permitted 
to inspect the books of the Insull 
companies, and by that time the 
collapse had occurred. 

In addition to its investigation of 
public utilities, the commission has 
been laying the groundwork for 
an exhaustive inquiry into the fi- 
nancial prattices of corporations, 
especially those whose securities 
are sold to the general public. 

Plans for this investigation will 
have to be abandoned if the pro- 
posed reduction in the commis- 
sion’s appropriation is effected, be- 
cause it would result in the dis- 
missal of the entire staff of com- 
mission experts and accountants.

Jubilant at his release from the 
prison from which he escaped in 
1918, Smeeman, whose three-vear- 
and-one-month sentence was com- 
muted to six months by Gov. Ed- 
win C. Johnson Saturday, com- 
posed an impromptu song which he 
sang as he left the prison. 7 

“Old gray walls, good-by, good- 
by,’ sang Smeeman. “I’m comin’, 
honey, don’t cry, don’t cry.” 

Before the commutation of his 
kentence, Smeeman had been a fu- 
gitive from the Colorado State 
prison 15 years, during which time 
he and his brother built up a lu- 
crative business in Cleveland. Smee- 
man returned here three weeks ago 
and asked for a pardon. He was 
convicted of automobile theft in 
Denver in 1917. 

On his release yesterday he re- 
ceived the usual $5 and a new suit 
of clothes. Smeeman said he gave 
the $5 to the prisoners’ recreation 
fund and the clothing to the Red 
Cross. Warden Roy Best, who 
shook Smeeman’s hand, disclosed 
that the $50 reward posted for 
Smeeman’s apprehension had been 
unclaimed by the former woman 
companion of Smeeman who _ in- 
formed Colorado authorities of his 
whereabouts. 

To Repeat His Plea. 

Confident that Missouri execu- 
tives would grant him clemency, 
Smeeman said he would submit to 
Gov. Guy B. Park the same case 
which won for him executive clem- 
ency from Gov. Johnson. 

Throughout Smeeman’s fight to 
win his freedom in Colorado, his 
young, attractive wife stood by him.

dow. Altman came in the next 
morning and told us the place was 


“I the Silver Brothers’ Furniture Store 


at Centralia. He told me where to 
| get a used car from a dealer. He 
-| paid $35 for the car and license, I 
got the car and bought two five- 
gailon cans of benzine at a paint 
store, sent Randall back for an- 
other five gallons and bought two 
more myself at a hardware store, 
telling the dealers I was going in 
the cleaning business. 


Trouble With Old Car. 


“Randall and I picked up the rest 
of the stuff at the hotel and started 
for Centralia. We had a lot of 
trouble with the old Model T Ford. 
It rattled like a lot of tin cans and 
got hot, then a lot of smoke came 
out from under the seat. I had a 
sack over the cans in the back of 
the car that had caught fire from 
the car back-firing. Flames were 
popping out all around the cans. I 
threw the sack and cans out and Iet 
everything cool, then reloaded. 

“At Carlyle, I called Charlie Sil- 
ver and told him we were coming. 


“=r | The code by which Silver was to 


know me was arranged by Altman 
in Yiddish. It was ‘Do you know 
a fellow named Joseph?’ So Silver 
knew I was the right man. At 
Sandoval, six miles from Centralia, 
we broke down for good. I called 
Charlie Silver on the phone. He 
came out in a big sedan, towed 
us in the back of his store. I 
took out the cans of benzine and 
émptied them into four new gar- 
bage cans. We stored the benzine, 
wax and bags beneath a stairway. 
Before leaving the store Charlie 
Silver gave me $50.” 

The statement then tells how 
Boltzman and Randall were unable 
to get their car repaired, went back 
to St. Louis by bus and Eugene Alt- 
man took them back to Centralia 
at suggestion of his father Joseph, 
and towed the broken car back to 
St. Louis. Boltzman said Eugene. 
Altman did not know anything 
about setting the fire. Ox this trip 
Altman gave him a bag of sulphur, 
Boltzman said. : 

“On the night of the fire,” Boltz- 
man continued, “me and Randall 
went to Silver’s store, I asked Char- 
lie Silver what part he wanted sure 
to go. He said, ‘Where the rugs 
are, on a platform.’ We moved a lot 


of furniture closer to the rugs and 


set it in rows. 
Placing the Materials. 

“We brought the cans of benzine 
out from beneath the stairway and 
filled the rubber and paper bags. 
One broke and the benzine ran all 
over, 50 we just poured the benzine 
all over everything. We took the 
bag of sulphur and ran a line with 
it from one good bag to another, 
made other fire lines of floor wax 
and crumpled up the newspapers, 
stuffing them around the rugs and 
furniture. We put a candle on a 
lump of wax in the lid of a card- 
board box, setting the lid on a pile 
of paper. I lit the candle, which 
was cut to burn two and a half 
hours. 

“Silver told us to hurry; that the 
watchman might see the lights, He 
pulled down all the shades. He 
then gave me $50 more and we 
went out. Silver took us to Sando- 
val that night, where we stayed in 
a tourist camp and came to S&t. 
Louis the next morning.” 

The fire broke out at 11 p. m. 
It was so fierce that flames leaped 
across a 50°foot street, destroying 
seven brick business houses and 
partly burning an eighth. 


Silver’s statement described a 
meeting of Altman, Fendleman 
and himself about a month before 
the fire to discuss plans for burn- 
ing the store, Silver had $10,500 
insurance on the stock and fix- 
tures. He has surrendered his pol- 
icies. The building was owned by 
Susett F. Haussler of Centralia. 

“I took my policies from the 
safe and Fendleman said he could 
handle the loss for a fee of 10 per 
cent,” Silver said. “I signed a con- 
tract at that time with him, Fen- 
dleman said not to worry, that sev- 
eral other fires they made turned 
out successfully. Altman said he 
would send some parties that I 
would know by a code sign, who 
would prepare everything necessary 
to set the building on fire.” 

Other Fires Explained. 

Silver’s statement was made at a 
preliminary hearing before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace. Confessions by 
Boltzman and Randall are said by 
deputy State fire marshals to have 
explained Central and Southern 
Illinois fires involving losses total- 
ing $600,000. Boltzman told in a 
preliminary hearing on Jan. 13 how 
he set a fire in the business district 
in Jacksonville which caused dam- 
age estimated at $125,000. 

Altman was taken from his home 
in St. Louis on Sept. 17, 1932, and 
beaten by four men who wanted to 
know the whereabouts of David 
Boltgman, brother of Louis, who is 
also under an arson charge in West 
Frankfort, Ill. Louis Boltzman’s 
bondsman, Edward McGarry, and 
three others subsequently were 
charged with the kidnaping but 
later the charge was dismissed.

TOPROVIDE RELIEF 


Prof. Burr, Governor’s 
Representative, Tells 
Committee It Is Need:d 
to Insure Federal Aid. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 1-—A 
warning of an impending crisis in 
relief of ‘unemployment and  dis- 
tress in Missouri and the necessity 
for immediate action by the Legis- 
lature to provide relief revenues, if 
further aid is to be obtained from 
the Federal Government, was given 
by Prof. Walter Burr, special rep- 
resentative of Gov. Park, in a con- 
ference yesterday afternoon to a 
joint Senate and House Committee 
formed by the Governor to recoin- 
mend relief legislation. 

Burr told the committee the re- 
lief needs in Missouri for the next 
12 months were estimated between 
$15,000,000 and $18,000,000, of which 
local relief agencies probably could 
not raise more than one-third. He 
said the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation in Washington, which 
has been administering Federal un- 
employment relief funds, had indi- 
cated to Gov. Park that no further 
advances of Federal funds would be 
made to. Missouri after March 1 
unless the State took some action, 
through the legislature, to provide 
local relief funds. 

Constitutional Barriers. 

The joint committee so far has 
devised no legislative measures. Its 
problem is complicated by consti- 
tutional provisions which appear 
definitely to limit the action of the 
Legislature may take and bar any 
large State appropriations for re 
lief work. Further conferences 
will be held by the committee in an 
effort to work out enabling legis 
lation for local relief taxes within 
the counties. 

Members of the committee are 
Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis, president pro tem. of 
the Senate; Senator Phil M. 
Donnelly, majority floor leader in 
the Senate; Speaker Willis H. Mer- 
edith of the House, and Represent- 
ative Ed Keating, majority floor 
leader in the House. 

Burr, who has been co-operating 
with the committee, has been han- 
dling for the Governor the details 
of the investigation of applications 
for Federal unemployment relief 
funds, and the checking of the ex- 
penditure of the funds, once they 
are allotted by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

“If no State relief revenue meas- 
ures are enacted, and Federal aid 
is withdrawn after March 1, I do 
not know what will happen in some 
of the counties,” Burr told the 
committee. “Some of the counties 
are broke. Conditions are such that 
we are including in some of the 
applications to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation allowances for 
local poor relief, heretofore han- 
died by the counties. We are find- 
ing that we cannot adhere to the 
former restriction limiting applica- 
tions for Federal funds to the re- 
lief of industrial unemployment.” 

$15,000,000 Low Estimate. 

Burr told the committee he had 
estimated the relief needs in the 
State, from:Feb. 28 of this year to 
March 1, 1934, at about $15,000,",00, 
based on an analysis. of conditions, 
but said this estimate probably was 
low. He said Rowland Haynes, a 
field representative of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, had 
estimated the Missouri require- 
ments for the same period at $18,- 
500,000. 

“The finances of many of the 
counties, which heretofore have 
been holding their local situations, 
is such that they must be added to 
the relief list,” Burr said. “Some of 
these counties are in such condition 
financially that they are no longer 
able to pay the cost of maintaining 
their insane patients in the State 
hospitals, and these patients have 
been returned to the counties, to be 
kept either in the county poor 
farms or farmed out to ‘ow 
bidders.” 

Based on an analysis of the resief 
work being carried on, Burr esti- 
mated, probably one-third of the re. 
lief requirements for the next year 
could be raised by local agencies. 
If action is taken by the State to 
provide further funds, Burr said, it 
was expected thatthe Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation would ad- 
vance about one-third of. the. re- 
quirements. The remaining -ne- 
third, he said, would have to be 
supplied by the State, either by 
enabling the counties and muniri- 
palities td levy relief taxes or by 
gome more direct State revenues- 
raising method. 

While not advancing them as his 
own rééommendations, Prof. Burr 
said suggestions had been made 
for the enactment of a 1 per cent 
tax.on the earnings of public utili- 
ties, for relief’ work; taking over 
by the State of the maintenance of 
county roads and bridges and di- 
version of the existing county road 
and bridge taxes to relief work; 
levying of a general sales tax and 

assage of an act enabling counties 
and municipalities to levy special 
taxes for relief. ~ 
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ISPATCH _ 
$250,000 in one year, to meet an 
emergency, except that a greater 
debt may be incurred to meet an 
emergency, on ratification of the 
proposal by a two-thirds majority 
in a State-wide election. 

Even if the committee finds a 
constitutional amendment is neces- 
sary, to permit the adoption of ade-/ 
quate relief revenue legislation, 
such an amendment could not be 
voted upon until the 1934 general 
election, unless a special election 
were called.

OVER PUBLICATION 


German Language Newspa- 
per Sold by Its Owners to 
Staff, Through Transfer 
of Stock Control. 


The Westliche Post, German lan- 
guage daily newspaper, was pub- 
lished this morning by its .em- 
ployes, who are now its owners. 


‘ployes, all of whom will be invit- 
ed to participate in the ownership 
by subscribing. for stock. Their 
representatives agreed to take over 
assets and liabilities of the paper 
and to buy out the interests of the 
former owners. 

Officers and directors, elected to- 
day by the organfzation comimittee 
now in control of the publication, 


are: 

Pregident, Dr. Otta Seridler; vice- 
president, Edmund Morotin!i; secre- 
tary-treasurer, Arthur E. Seib; di- 
rectors, the three named and Fred 
Spraul, Frank Ameln, George 
Schoening and Robert Pabitzky. 

Seib was appointed general man- 
ager. 

Oscar E. Buder, formerly one of 
the owners of the St. Louis Times, 
was the principal owner of the 
Westliche Post Publishing Co., in 
which other members of the Buder 
family were interested. Sale of 
the Westliche - -._t to its employes 
takes the Buder family out of the 
publishing field, except that it. has 
a minority stock interest in the St. 
Louis Star and Times, as a result 
of the purchase of the Times. by 
the Star. 

Oscar Buder said the employes 
were assuming about $25,000 in se- 
cured liabilities and about in 
-current liabilities. They will have 
full ownership, except for about 
$15,000 of preferred stock of the 
Superior Press, a holding company 
for the Westliche Post Publishing 
Co. This stock is distributed among 
several holders. 

The Buder family, he said, is re- 
turning to the treasury of the com- 
panies all of its stock, without con- 
sideration. He and members of his 
family owned about $68,000 of the 
preferred stock of the Superior 
Press. Their other holdings in the 
companies were not disclosed. 

Owners’, Employes’ Statements. 

Separate announcements of the 
sale of the Westliche Post, by the 
former owners and by the employes, 
appeared in today’s issue of the pa- 
per. < 
The announcement of the @ 


the former owners “turned over 
their holdings to the employes mag- 
nanimously, preventing at the same 
time the acquiring of ownership of 
the paper by outside interests. 

“We wish at this time,” the state- 
ment continued, “to express our sin- 
cere thanks especially to Mr. Os 
car E. Buder for the many finan- 
cial sacrifices he made in behalf 
of the German cause as well as for 
his generous attitude toward us.” 

Readers were assured that the 
paper would be published “in the 
same traditional spirit as hereto- 
fore,” and the full support of all 
German-Americans was solicited. 

Oldest St. Louis Daily. 

The annonucement of the former 
owners, signed by Oscar Buder and 
A. W. Wenger, president of the 
Westliche Post Publishing Co., re- 
ferred to the fact that the West- 
liche Post is the oldest daily news- 
paper in St. Louis and a charter 
member of the Associated Press. 

“We trust and hope,” it continued, 
“that the advertisers will continue 
to use the columns of the West- 
liche Post as heretofore, and that 
its circulation will grow under the 
new management, whose faithful 
co-operation as employes deserves 
high commendation and entitles 
them to first consideration.” 

The Westliche Post and its Sun- 
day edition, the Mississippi Bilaet- 
ter, are published in its plant at 
1128 Pine street. The circulation is 
about 17,000. 

Efforts to reorganize the paper, 
which has been published continu- 
ously in St. Louis since 1857, have 
been in progress for about a year. 
Meetings of its subscribers and of 
leading St. Louisans of German ori- 
gin were held last summer, when 
it was planned to form a new cor- 
poration to publish the Westliche 
Post and acquire the circulation 
and business of German 
newspapers in other cities. 

The plan was to publish the pa- 
per here, with special editions for 
other cities where there is a con- 
siderable German element. This 
arrangement, however, could not 
be completed. At that time those in 
charge of the move urged the view

NEW YORK, Feb. 1—Ogden L 
Mills, Secretary of the Treasury, 
last night said inflation, once start- 
ed, “soon becomes completely out of 
control and pursues an irresistible 
course until it collapses.” 

Addressing the Columbia Institute 
of Arts and Sciences, he said: 

“While inflation at some stages 
in thé process appears to gprrect 
some of the evils arising during « 
period of deflation, all experience 
teaches that whatever the earlier 
appearance may be, all classes are 
ultimately adversely affected and 
eventually it results in ruin to the 
economic life of a nation and 
brings terrible disaster to all its 
people.” : 

“Visit those countries of Europe 
which, through force of circum- 
stances rather than choice, experi- 
enced the panacea of inflation, and 
you will find they fear inflation 
more than any other economic phe- 
nomena.” 

Two Inflation Proposals. 

Declaring that “we have had a 
sound currency for so long ,that we 
take the soundness of money for 
granted,” Mills said it “is difficult 
for us to picture the ruinous effects 
of currency depreciation.” 

He said there were two main 
classes of proposals for a “short-cut 
out of the depression,” by means 
of Government action. 

“The first group would bring 
about inflation,” Mills said, “by the 
piling up of large governmental 
deficits that cannot be met through 
normal borrowing operations, of 
which the proposal for a huge pub- 
lic works program is an example.” 

Mills said the second group of 
proposals would bring about infla- 
tion “by partial or complete de- 
basement of the currency.”

mittee members, if not all of them, 
aithough he had made no pledges 
to them, and did not consult them 
hefore entering the race. 

“The Democratic party,” he 
said, “for once is going to be united 
and is going into the election with 
a solid front to win.

Senator Bales. of Shannon 
County Proposes Regule- 
Hydro-Electric 


tion of

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 1— 
senator Bales of Shannon County, 
in the heart of the Ozarks, intro- 
guced a bill in the Legislature to- 
da yto save Missouri streams and 
peauty spots from further commer. 
cial exploitation by the power in- 
terests. Bales purposes to correct 
a situation that has resulted in 
valuable power sites going to pri- 
vate interests Without the State's 
paving any legal means of protest. 

In the absence of State legisla- 
tion on_the subject, applicants for 


pydro-electric permits have ignored 
the State and gone only to the 
Federal Power Commission for per- 
mission to build dams across Mis- 
souri streams. The Federal law, 
under which State protection is pos- 
sible, provides that applicants must 
nave complied with the laws of the 
state before a Federal permit will 
issue, but Missouri has no law giv- 
ing any State agency authority in 
such a matter, and consequently 
the State went unheard when the 
Osage River was taken over by 
promoters who transferred their 
rights to the Union Electric’ Light 
and Power Co.; and when the Doh- 
erty interests took over the White 
River. 

What Bales’ Bill Provides. 

The Bales bill declares a State- 
owned value in the seenic beauty 
of the streams and adjacent lands 
and a value as natural resources 
for the preservation and conserva- 
tion of fish and game and as loca- 
tions for future State parks. It 
declares tnat the public welfare 
and necessity “demand that legis- 
lation be enacted to protect and 
preserve from despoilation the nat-. 
ural scenic beauty” and the State 
value in the streams and adjacent 
lands. 

It denies to any private interest 
the right of eminent domain over 
the streams and land in any case 
in which the public interest is in- 
yolved, and sets out in elaborate 
and comprehensive detail the terms 
under which power or water sites 
may be acquired. Acquisition is 
sbsolutely denied in all cases. in 
which there would be destruction 
of scenic beauty or the rights of 
the public. 
Authority for the decision is 
placed in the Public Service Com- 
mission, but the commission is sur- 
rounded by many restrictions. Ap- 
plications for sites must be made 
to the commission and may be 
granted only after a finding by the 
commission that the permit is nec- 
essary or convenient for the ser- 
vice of the public, and that it is de- 
sirable and justified in the public 
interest. 

Section 2 of the bill makes the 
granting of a permit contingent 
upon an agreement by the appli- 
cant in his application to these 
provisions: 

That construction will begin 
within two years from the date 
of the grant 

That the license or certificate 
shall be issued for a period not 
exceeding 50 years. 

That all contracts for the sale 
of hydro-electric. power outside 
the state will be canceled when- 
ever the commission shall find 
that interstate sales interfere 
with adequate service and rea- 
sonable rates within the state.

DEMOCRAT ASSAILS 
SAVENOLTE' CAMPAIGN 


J. Rhey McCord Says City Hall 
Machine Would Retain 
Control Through Him. 


The Republican machine is par- 
ticularly anxious to re-elect Louis 
Nolte for a fifth term as Comptrol- 
ler, J. Rhey McCord, a_ candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Comptroller, told the Sixteenth 
Ward Democratic Women’s Club at 
3152 Park avenue yesterday. 

Speaking of “the reported will- 
ingness of the City Hall machine to 
sacrifice every other man on their 


ticket in order to save the Comp- 
troller,’ McCord said, “there is 
method in their seeming madness.” 
McCord explained that the Comp- 
troller, Mayor and president of the 
Board of Alderman comprise the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, the city fiscal authority. 

Walter J. G. Neun, who was 
elected aldermanic president two 
years ago for a term expiring in 
1935, is the probable Republican 
nominee for Mayor. If a Democrat 
is elected Mayor, Neun will remain 
in his present vosition, and if Nolte 
is re-elected Comptroller, McCord 
pointed out, Neun and Nolte will 
comprise a Republican majority of 
the Board of Estimate. 

“To all intents and purposes,” 
McCord went on, “the election of 
a Republican Comptroller would be 
equivalent to the election of a Re- 
publican Mayor, because the Dem- 
ocratic Mayor, for two years at 
least, would be as helpless and 
pitiful as a one-legegd man at a 
dance—more pitiful, because he 
would have to dance despite his 
disability.” 

The Board ‘of Estimate has au- 
thority to prevent appropriations of 
which it does not approve, and can 
exercise muchcontrolover employ- 
ment of city workers and officials. 
Four years ago Nolte was renom- 
inated for his present term without 
opposition and his only opponent 
in the election was a Socialist-La- 
bor candidate. Now William Tan- 
ner, a member of the Efficiency 
Board,’is opposing him for the nom- 
ination and there are three Dem- 
ocrats running for the nomination 
so far. 

W. S. Madden, brother of Sheriff 
Madden and a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Comp- 
troller, addressed the Twenty- 
fourth Ward Democratic organiza- 
tion last night at Kingshighway 
and Reber place. He said: 

“The Comptroller is the official to 
whom the taxpayers must look to 
protect their interests against. all 
official waste and extravagance.

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HOUSING SURVEY MADE 
N ITY AND COUNTY 


Latter Shows Gain in Resi- 
dential Occupancy Last 
Year From 1931. ° 


An occupancy survey of buildings 
in St. Louis and St. Louls County, 
made in November and now an- 
alyzed, shows a decrease in the city 
in the percentage of residential 
quarters occupied and a gain in the 
county, compared with April, 1931, 
when an earlier survey was made, 

In the whole area there has been 
an increase in the occupancy of 
stores, factories and workshops but 
a decrease in occupancy of all other 
types of buildings. Downtown St. 
Louis was not included in these two 
surveys. | 

The latest survey was made 
through the co-operation of the Bt, 
Louis Postoffice, the Real Estate 
Exchange, the Mortgage Bankers’ 
Association of St, Louis and the 
Building Owners’ and Managers’ 
Association. Real Estate Analysts, 
Inc., supervised the work and made 
the analysis of the reports. 

_The ‘greatest increase in vacan- 
cles in the city is in apartments 
and apartment hotels. In the coun- 
ty theer was @ sharp decrease in 
apartment hotel vacancies and the 
vacancies in apartments were 
about the same as the year before. 

In city and county combined sin- 
gle family dwellings were most 
fully occupied, the percentage being 
95.4, or only 4.6 per cent vacant, In 
April, 1931, occupancy was 96.7 per 
cent and vacancy 33 per cent.

The number of families reported 
as “doubled up” with other families 
was 8762, 

“We know that this is far too 
few,” the report states. “A year 
and a half ago the survey showed 
11,600 doubled up families in the 
city. We know that doubling up 
has increased since then. There 
was no provision, however, in that 
survey for taking care of rooming 
houses and the chances are that 
many of the extra families report- 
ed then were reported this year 
under rooming and lodging houses. 

“This year 18,899 families were 
reported ag living in 4548 boarding 
or lodging houses. On referring to 
the census figures for 1930 we find 
that it reports only 459 rooming or 
lodging houses for 8t. Louis, hous- 
ing only 8409 individuals. Undoubt- 
edly the tremendous increase since 
1930 in the number of families 
taking in boarders or roomers is a 
result of the depression and repre- 
sents a doubling up of familieg far 
greater than that reported official- 
ly ag doubling up,” 

The total number of families in 
St. Louls was reported in the 1930 
census as 214,855.

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AMNESTY BILL VETOED 


Measure Designed to Release 
Those Convicted of Political 
Cri 


By the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, Feb. 1. — President 
Machado yesterday refused to sign 
a bill granting amnesty to those 
convicted of so-called “political 
crimes” between September, 1931, 
and June, 1932, when Cuban po- 
litical parties were being “ reor- 
ganized. 

The bill was passed by the Sen- 
ate last fall, but was not approved 
by the House until last week. It 
excepted those convicted of mur- 
der from its benefits. ed 

In a message to the Senate, Ma- 
chado said that “the reorganization 
of the party and the taking of the 
general census of the republic 
were part of the program designed 
to normalize the political life of 
the country and offer maximum 
guarantees for thé election. 

“The work was of great impor- 
tance; hence crimes, faults and in- 
fractions committed which affected 
it must necessarily be considered 
of grave character, more harmful 
than those committed in other cir- 
cumstances,” 


The tenor of the message led to 
the belief that Machado might 
sign another measure, not so far- 
reaching. The practice of grant- 
ing amnesty to political offenders 
by legislation has been used by 
mee governments after elec- 

ns. 


SILVER ADVOCATES INSIST 
NEW MONEY WOULD BE SOUND 


Argue Before House Committee for 
Bill for Certificate Issue to Buy 
White Metal. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Sup-. 
porters of a plan they say would 
bring cheaper money and better 
times through remonetization of 
silver argued today before the 
House Coinage Committee that the 
new money would be sound. 

Representative Cross (Dem.) of 
Texas, explaining his bill to let the 
Treasury purchase silver and pay 
for it with sfiver certificates, said: 
“This is a sounder dollar than the 
present gold certificate dollar be- 
cause back of the gold dollar you 
have but a little gold. Back of this 
you have a full dollar's worth of 
silver,” 

Cross said the bill would not 
limit the amount of silver the Treas- 
ury could purchase because there 
was in the world only about $11,- 
000,000,000 of silver that could be 
coined or used for money. 

If silver were remonetized in the 
United States, he testified, other 
nations would want to keep the sil- 
ver they now have.

Trade Concessions % Return 
For War Debts Revision Not 


Says Chamberlain 


Chancellor of Exchequer Points Out Adjust- 
ment of Obligations Is as Much in Interest 
of Creditor Nation as Debtor. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—Great Britain 
does not look upon the the ap- 
proaching debt conference at 
Washington as a “great swapping 
deal,” Neville Chamberlain, Chan- 


cellor oi the Exchequer, declared 
today at a luncheon of American 
newspaper correspondents. 

Neither can England “contem- 
plate with equanimity return to the 
gold standard until we are. certain 
that it will work better than it did 
just before we left it,” he said. 

“Great Britain believes in a 
stable international standard of 
value, but there are many condi- 
tions to be fulfilled before she re- 
turns to gold.” 

He enumerated some of those 
conditions: First, settlement of the 
war debts problem; second, lower- 
sing of trade barriers; third, modi- 
fication of the maldistribution of 
gold, and fourth, settlement of dis- 
turbing world political problems or 
progress toward their solutioh. 

Confidence Needed. 

Frankly the Chancellor answered 
questions when he had finished his 
speech. At no time did he place 
great‘emphasis upon the meeting 
to be held at Washington next 
month. 

Recovery of confidence by the 
nations and the peoples is the key 
to the solution of most of the 
world’s problems, he declared, ad- 
ding that the best thing yet done 
was Mr. Roosevelt’s invitation to 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British 
Ambassador, to visit him at Warm 
Springs for the personal exchange 
of views they had last week. 

In conpection with his declara- 

tion that the Washington meeting 
will not be a “swapping deal,” 
Chamberlain said: 
“The conception of concessions 
by Great Britain in return for the 
scaling down of war debts is not a 
British conception. 

Not Ordinary Obligations. 

“The British view is that these 
obligations are not those of an or- 
dinary debtor and creditor, but 
that adjustment is as much in the 
interest of the creditor nation as 
of the debtor.” 
The agreements achieved at the 
imperial economic conference in 
Ottawa last summer “cannot be 
torn up,” he said, and the British 
Government’s hands are ‘iied_ by 
those agreements so far as they af- 
fect any arrangements with the 
United States at Washington. 

As for a suggestion that the 
projected world economic confer- 
ence tentatively scheduled for Lon- 
don be shifted to Washington, he 
pointed out that the meeting was 
called by the League 
but that, if responsible representa- 
tions were made, he believed they 
would be given consideration. 

Tired of the Subject. 

His outspoken utterances on the 
debts and the gold standard were 
drawn from him by the correspond- 
ents, who fired questions at him 
as though he were under attack 
in the House of Commons. The an- 
swers he gave were much more de- 
tailed and frank than a Cabinet 
Minister usually gives to question- 
ers in the House. 

He began by saying he didn’t in- 
tend to discuss the debts because 
reports from the United States said 
America was “sick and tired of the 
whole business.” 

He smiled and said he _ didn’t 
think England would mind if she 
never heard the subject of the 
debts mentioned again. 

Views on Falling Prices. 

In his formal talk he expressed 
the hope that ths Washington con- 
ference and the world economic 
conference would be successful, de- 
claring it was encouraging for the 


of Nations | problems. 


world that economic problems as 
well as intergovernmental obliga- 
tions would be discussed at Wash- 
ington. 

“I don’t think,” he said, “the con- 
tention holds that England’s depar- 
ture from the gold standard forced 
down price levels in gold values. 
Price levels had been falling for two 
years, but they have fallen more 
slowly since we left the gold stand- 
ard.” 

He said he believed that Great 
Britain’s departure from gold “had 
even checked the fall of gold 
prices.” 

Foundation Remc ved. 

Chamberlain found the key of 
world economic troubles in the 
problem of low price levels with 
the whole economic and 
structure built up on price levels 
which no longer exist. If there 
could be a substantial rise in whole- 
sale prices and the rise be stabil- 
ized, the most serious economic 
problems would be on the way to a 
solution. 

“How are prices to be raised?” 
asked the Chancellor, and he an- 
swered by saying that there must 
be a return of world confidence. 
The Chancellor said the problem 
was not wholly monetary and cited 
the reflation experiment in the 
United States with the results “not 
entirely encouraging.” Still the 
Chancellor said he would be sorry 
to see an abandonment of the 
American reflation program. 

“In great Britain money is cheap 
and plentiful,” he said, “but confi- 
dence is lacking.” 

Disarmament Problem. 

Regarding the linking of war 
debts with disarmament, Chamber- 
lain said he realized this was the 
view of a large section of the 
American public but the root of the 
armament problem was fear—a lack 
of confidence. 

No country in Europe wishes to 
rearm or can afford to do so, but 
is impelled by fear to do so, he said. 
Asked whether Great Britain has 
any agreement with France which 
might affect the Washington dis- 
cussion, -Chamberlain said Great 
Britain had no agreement wit!) 
France except a provisional under- 


standing of the Lausanne repara- | 


tions settlement which it was to the 
interest of Great Britain, France 
and the world to uphold. 

“It is all ‘important that the 
Lausanne agreement should not be 
torn up,” he remarked. 

Chamberlain stressed interdepen- 
dence of nations, saying: “Isolation 
is a thing of the past. If we are to 
live we must exchange one anoth- 
er’s produce. No nation or group of 
nations can ignore other nations’ 
Great Britain and the 
United*States must realize that they 
have world ties.” 

Barriers Must Be Removed. 

Artificial trade barriers must -be 
removed, said the Chancellor, who 
declared himself a “protectionist.” 
He added that the faults of protec- 
tion are not in protection itself but 
in its abuse and a policy which 
“has enabled the United States to 
reach its present position, gaaved a 
perfect one.” 

He hoped tariff barriers wrould be 
discussed at Washington and: the 
world economic conference. 

“If all the problems can be; dis- 
cussed without too much preju- 
dice,” he said, “I welcome the ap- 
proach of the world economic con- 
ference, any agreement between 
our two great countries will do 
more perhaps than any other things 
to help further world recovery.” 

As far tariffs, Chamberlain said, 
Great Britain is carrying on nego- 


tiations with half a dozen nations 


and there is plenty of room for tar- 
iff concessions outside the Ottawa 
agreements.

GENEVA, Feb. 1.—The League 
of Nations’ nine-power committee 
drafting a report on the Chinese- 
Japanese dispute completed today 
the part dealing with the facts 
which will be circulated imme- 
diately in the League Committee 
of Nineteen. 

This part was based on the re- 
port of the Lord Lytton commis- 
sion and the reports of consular of- 
ficials in the Far East to their 
Governments. Recommendations 
for League action have not yet 
been considered. 

A plenary meeting of the com- 
mittee of Nineteen was contem- 
plated for Friday or Saturday, 


when the draft, so far completed, 
will be discussed. The question of 
drafting recommendations then will 
be considered. 

The statement of facts includes 
assertions that Manchuria is an 
integral part of China; that Ja- 
pan’s actions since the Mukden at- 
tack (the beginning of Japanese ob- 
erations in Manchuria, Sept. 18, 
1931) were not legitimate self-de- 
fense; that there was no spontan- 
eous movement for independence in 
Manchuria; that a large area of 
what was indisputedly Chinese ter- 
ritory has been forcibly seized and 
separated from China, and that 
China was not responsible for the 
events after Sept. 18, 1931. (Japa- 
nese accused the Chinese of tearing 
up railroad tracks near Mukden, 
necessitating that attack as a de- 
fensive measure). 

At the request of the Japanese 
delegation, the League secretariat 
circulated to members and ‘pub- 
lished documents submitted to the 
League, on behalf of the Manchu- 
kuo Government, designed to prove 
that Manchukuo was supported by 
the Manchurian population. 


Japan Makes Concessions in New 
League Offer.

TOKIO, Feb. 1.—Japan has with- 
drawn some of its objections to 
the League of Nations’ program 
for. conciliation of the dispute with 
China, but the Government is not 
confident that its new terms will 
be acceptable to the League. 

If they are not, Japan will seri- 
ously consider withdrawal from the 
League, a Foreign Office spokes- 
man said, leaving it to “survive if 
it can without this country’s par- 
ticipation.” 

The new Japanese offer, evolved 
at a special Cabinet meeting, ac-

Thus, if we can approach truth through 
méchanism successfully, as Dr. Dodson 
says we can (for what else do we investi- 
gate?), and yet find it distasteful to live 
according to its discoveries, we speak ill 
of a good friend, like ungrateful bene- 
‘ficilaries. Yes, a debate on these high 
themés should be undertakén with the 
sole aim of discovering truth, but how 
else can we find truth if wé lack courage 
to accept it in its immediacy and must 
build a vague fog of words to describe 
its ultimate portrait on the heavens;

The Netherlands, for example, has authorised its 
Bureau of Commercé and Industry to double its sal- 
ary allétments and increase ite persofinel.

iis conducting a vigorous advertising campaign. A 


page in a Montreal paper revéntly declared that “Can- 
ada never needed more export tfade as urgently as 
she needs it today,” and remarked that the Domin- 
ion “now has 34 trade comimissiéners located in the 
world’s greatest btisiness cénters.” Tho department 
appeals to evéry Canadian producer afd bisifiess man 
to do his /duty by exportiig “as much as possible, 
wherever and whenevét posible.” 

Great Britain, the report says, is spending five 
times as mich for this governmental fufiction as the 
United States, of a per capita basis. From thé far 
South Séas comes the message that Australia is plan- 
ning to create a permanent foreign trade promoting 
agency, patterned after our Department of Commerce. 
Co-opérating offices are to be established in all the 
Australian capitals, and the desirability of appoitit- 
ing permanent trade coiimissionérs to China, Japan, 
the Dutch Indies, British Malaya ahd the Philippines 
is under consideration by thé Australian Common- 
wéalth Parliamént. Francé, Spaiti and Brazil are de- 
bating additional export tradé méasures. 

It is, as wé have said, & ludicrous paradox. Hav- 
ing killed the g60se with the prohibitions and re- 
strictions of tariffs and quotas and other malign dé- 
vices, they are how trying to révive the luckless bird. 

Suppose one of our gréat department storés, for il- 
lustration, should barricade its éntrafices With armed 
guards, permitting nobody to entéf except on pay 
ment of a prohibitive admission fee! What would 
happen? Though it had the choicest merchandise 
from the world’s marts, at the most attractive prices, 
and proclaimed its valués with éonsummaté aft in all 
the agencies of advertising, nevertheless its doom 
would bé sealed. Its sales would melt away, just 
as the sales of nations to fidtiofs havé disappeared, 
and theré would, 6bvicusly, be n6 chance for it to re- 
cover its health uttil it fired the armed guards, 
threw open its doors to its eustomers and resumed 
doing business in a business-like way. 

That is what the nations will have to do to get in- 
ternational tradé back on its feet. Thé policy of al- 
ways sélling to the othér fellow and never buying 
anything from him, to which all the fations aré now 
committed, is a fatal hallucination, officially ceftified 
to by thé statistical fequiem of foreign trade. 

There is a happy middle ground ‘in international 
trade, oné upon which all nations can tradé across 
national borders, to theif mutual advantage. Thé 
forthcoming Intérnational Beonomic Conférence can 
retider the sick world a gféat service by pointing 
the way back to it. :

Our interest has been aroused in House Bill 112, 
now pénding in thé Legislaturé, which re-enacts 
Section 8095 of the statutes, otherwise known as the 
State Highway Commission Act. 

A comparison of the bill with the section reveals 
that they are identical, except that the former seeks 
to give the Governor despotic power over the mém- 
bers of the commission. It achiéves this end by 
stating that “any cofhmissioner may be removed by 
the Governor for ittefficiéncy, neglect of duty, or 
miscondtict in office,” and omitting “upéh charges 
filed by any member of the board of chief highway 
engineer upon a publi¢ héaring and trial after such 
commissioner has been served with a copy of the 
charges against him.”

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GALSWORTHY. 

George Bernard Shaw has come to grips with the 
world; Sir James M. Barrie has writtéh ‘With 
poignant artistry. John Galsworthy did both. His 
death removes from the Society of which he was 80 
sensitive a part the leading British man of lettérs, 
if, indeed, not the leading man of lettera of thé eitiré 
world. In his novels, in his plays, in his storiés, 
he faced the world as his realistic eyes found it, 
and because hé did, the present generation; whose 
span reaches back to the beginning of Galsworthy’s 
career, knows infinitely, more about itself, whence 
it sprang and how it has come to its present state, 

At the century’s opening, Galsworthy tufned to a 
stage labored with heavy dialogue. Causing his char- 
acters to talk as in everyday life, he proceeded to 
give it natural conversation. He foutid the theater 
with a Victorian disinclination to deal with burning 
social problems. He gave it such themes as the dis 
advantages of the poor before the law, life withia 
prison walls, the strife between those who toil and 
those they toil for, poverty’s oppression and the rise 
of strikes. In the field of the novel, he sét a fashion 
which paid him the tribute of a host of imitatéra. 
Through the chronicles of the Forsytes from “The 
Man of Propefty” (1906) to “Flowéring Wildertiéss” 
(1932), he told the social histéry of our timés if 
terms of an upper middle-class Binglish family and 
their contacts with society above and below. 

What a gallery of Forsytean memories Galsworthy’s 
passing Will recall to his multitude of admirérs! Tim- 
othy’s in Bayswater road—the “matisdleum,” as 
George called it—with the case of stuffed humiiing 
birds on thé stair landing, crimson silk sofa and 
Aunt Juley’s album Of pressed. seAweed; Mapledut- 
ham aé summer merges into fall, with the roses stit! 
blooming ahd the leaves turning gold: Old Jolyon 
drowsing in the scent of linies and lavender, the cows 
cropping clover across the way; the déath Of Abit 
Ann and her matter-of-fact burial, gray and cold as 
that London day; & spring mofning at Robin Hill, 
after a night of rain, the leaf buds goldén and the 
blackbirds whistling their hearts out; young Joiyon 
home from Eton, receiving Superior Dosset’s histori¢

The United 
States is almost unique in its ifsistehce upon stand- 
ing pat. It is true that we did have an inflation of 
approximately half a billioh dollars in the Glass- 
Steagall bill.

It was accufillated in 4 
period of expafision, and it mtist be settled upon 
something approximatifig déflated values. The big 
insuranéé Companies, accepting the inevitable, have 
already declared a& partial mofatorium twpon farm 
loans. 

North Dakota is our livéliest laboratory in political 
économy, a distinction she has taken away from 
Kansas. North Dakota’s reaction to the depression 
has been as néarly kaleidés¢opic as Human thotight 
Can be. Senator Martin, a former ¢céW punchér, pro- 
poses that the 39 agricultural states secede from the 
industrial Bast.

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A CIGARETTE TAX PROPOSAL. 

The biennial suggestion for a Btate cigarette tax 
has again been made; this time in a bill by Chair- 
man McCawley of the House Appropriations Cominit- 
tee. Such a levy would make cigarettes the most 
heavily taxed cofimodity used by thé péople. They 
now bear a Federal tax of 6 cetits per package of 20, 
or abdut 100 per cent of the wholesale price, 
and it would be highly discriminatory for thé State 
to add 2 eénts to this burden, .as the bill proposes. 
Missour!l doubtiess would have much the same éxperi- 
ede as the 14 states that now levy such a tax. All 
find it costly and tfoublésoffie to collect; damaging 
to privaté blsiness and subject to many évasions, 
such as bootlégging and purchasés outside the state. 
The popular fedling on this tat is shown -by the 
action in three states, Michigan, New Mexicd and 
Oregon, Whete it was subject to a popular referen: 
Gum. Ali rejected it by decisive majorities. 

The cigarette tax tow is among the most produc: 
tive of all Federal levies. Last year it yielded $313. 
000,000, or 16 pet cént of the Government’s ordinary 
rectipts. This tax was for mary years stiict- 
ly a Federal field, but in 1921, by enactment of & levy 
in Towa, the states began to ifivade it. This matter 
Of duplicate taxation now is recognized as one Of the 
evils burdening the people. In an éffort ta correct 
it with respect to cigarette taxes, a joint redolution 
now is pending in Congress, introduced by Répre- 
sentative Doughton of North Carolina, to refiind one- 
sixth of the Federal colléctions, on a population basis, 
to those states which do fét tak Cigarettes. Should 
euch & law pass, Missoufi's share Would be about 
$1,500,000, probably. moré than its own tax Would 
yield, and without administrative expense. What- 
ever the result, it Would be better for our legislators 
to turn their ingenuity to working out economies 
rather than inventing new forins of taxation,

These examplés have been challenged, ana 
anyohe who wishés to read what experts in 
various fields have to say about the reliabil- 
ity of the Technocratic examples can find 
them collected in @ book just published, 
which is called “For and Against Téchnot- 
racy.” Thus it appears, on the evidence of 
the New York & New Jérsey Common Brick 
‘Association, that the most efficiént plant 
known in the United States produces less 
than 3000 bricks per man per day. The 
Technocrats in this instance seeth to havé 
exaggerated the facts by about 500 per cent. 
At a somewhat higher level, the Tech- 
fotrats usé mathematical formulae to ex- 
press cértain fundamental généralizations 
about the main tendencies of devélopment 
in our economic systétn. The soberest state- 
ment of these gétieralizations is contained 
in an address délivéréd by Walter Rautén- 
strauch, profésson, of industrial efiginééering 
at Coluthbia. I shall give the mathématiéal 
formulae for those who would like td sé6é 
what they look like, and then I shall give 
Howard Scott’s statement of what they 
mean:

From these formulae, and perhaps some 


others, the Techhocrats have written two 
sentences (seé “The Introduction to Tech- 
nocracy,” p. 28), which are, to the best of 
my knowledge, the gist of what Mr. Seott 
and his friends have to say about the fun< 
damental tendenciés of the existing order. 
The first sentence reads as folléws: 

“By the application of teéthnology we 
have now reached the point where more 
goods are produced by increasing the total 
amount of enérgy cohsumed and decreasing 
thé energy per unit producéd, and the 
process automatically results ih a decrease 
of human labor. required.” | 

This means that labor-saving machinery 
saves labor, a statement it would be very 
difficult to deny. It miedns, also, and that

As the Technocrats do not publish théir 
owh statistical material, we are foréed to 
rely upon non-Technocrats.

Russian Singers Score One of 
Outstanding Popular Suc- 
cesses of Season.

Don Cossack Male Chorus 
[ uncer the direction of Serge 

Jaroff scored one of the out- 
standing popular successes of the 
season last night at the Odeon 
when they presented a program 
composed cntirely of Russian litur- 
gical and folk music. The audience, 
which filled about two-thirds of the 
auditorium, wsa almost continu- 
ously demonstrative. 

The virile and plastic tone qual- 
ity of the ensemble as well as the 
excellence of the individual voices 
that were heard from time to time, 
suggested that the 36 singers who 
now make up the chorus, must 
have been chosen from a much 
larger group. It is hard to be- 
lieve that any 36 horsemen that 
one might have discovered roaming 
the steppes would have been equal- 
ly gifted. But whether that is the 
case or not, the chorus has an at- 
tack like a saber cut, a release like 
a pistol shot and a crescendo—to 
continue the military terminology 
—which has all: the forces of a 
cavalry charge. 

These attributes cnmettien with 4 
vocal range that exceeded the ordi- 
nary male chorus by at least an 
octave in both directions and an 
equally extraordinary dynamic lat- 
itude, made it a powerful and sup- 
ple instrument. Moreover, having 
been organized for such a long 
time, the voices of the chorus were 
excellently blended even though its 
outstanding characteristic was a 
maculine assertiveness rather than 


'a conspicuous smoothness. 


The only defect in last night’s 
presentation was the lack of variety 
in the program. A judicious inter- 
polation of a few art songs would 
have provided a needed emotional] 
contrast. 

After the set programs two mem- 
bers of the chorus gave the pro- 
ceedings a spectacular finish by 
dancing the trepak to an accom- 
paniment of singing, shouting and 
whistling.

counted for 48.1 per cent in 1930, 
as against only 41 per cent in 1920. 
So, while it is not true that there 
was “ever-increasing unemploy- 
ment,” there were rapid and impor- 

tant changes of occupation. 

If we look still more closely at 
the available data, we find, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mills, that from 1899 to 
1914, 21 men out of every 1000 
working in manufacture withdrew 
from or were forced out of their 
jobs every five years, whereas, he- 
tween 1923 and 1929, the number 
rose to 49 out of every 1000 every 
two years. Some considerable part 
of those forced out obtained other 
manufacturing jobs, but some of 
them had to find jobs outside of 
manufacturing. In other words, 
“permanence of tenure .... 
for wage workers in a large propor- 
tion of manufacturing industries,” 
seriously declined in the post-war 
era. Men had to shift from job to 
job at a rate higher than they had 
done before. 

Technological advance was, in 
other words, producing a considera- 
ble amount of “technological unem- 
ployment.” There is no evidence 
that it was producing any signifi- 
cant amount of permanent unem- 
ployment, 


This, in broadest outline, seems to 
be the evidence we possess on what 
the Technocrats assert as to the 
tendencies of the present economic 
order. It is not their evidence be- 
cause they do not give their evi- 
dence. It is the best evidence I can 
find in the studies of such thor- 
oughly responsible bodies of schol- 
ars as the National Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Research and the President’s 
Research Committee on Social 
Trends. 

The Technocratic contribution to 
the analysis of economic evolu- 
tion—I speak of what they have 
made public—lies in the emphasized 
words at the beginning of this arti- 
cle. There was, for example a visi- 
ble tendency during the 1920s for 
production to “outstrip” purchasing 
power; the Technocrats jump tothe 
conclusion that production must 
outstrip any possible consumption. 
There was a visible tendency 
toward technological unemployment

| that unemployment must be ever-

increasing. They believe that the 
present system is incapable of 
change and adjustment, that these 
tendencies must inevitably gather 
momentum until the system is 
smashed. They believe, in short, 
that-every kitten must grow up to 
become a cat, every cat to become 
a tiger, every tiger to become a 
dinosaur. 

It is this projection of tendencies 
into the future, this (to use the jar- 
gon beloved of Technocrats) extra- 
polation of the curves on the sta- 
tistical charts, which is the cause 
of Howard Scott’s present notoriety. 
The/€xistence of the kittens is gen- 
erally admitted. That they. may be- 
come cats is not improbable. But 
that they must become tigers and 
dinosaurs—this is Howard Scott’s 
contribution, this is “Technocracy” 
for the general public. And so the 
question is: Why does Mr. Scott 
extrapolate so enormously?

Play Helps Discipline 


HE greatest and we may safely 

say the most important factor 

in getting obedience from chil- 
dren is the influence exercised by 
their feeling of good-will toward 
those who must discipline them, As 
long as parents keep their chil- 
dren's love unclouded by resent- 
ments and antagonisms they can 
ask and get from them a large 
measure of effort and compliance.

S ‘Teasdale, lyric poet who lived 

and died with music in her 
heart, are left with memories and 
manuscripts—memories of a little 
girl who never really grew up, 
manuscripts of poems which  re- 
flect a courage unafraid of death. 
She was found dead in the bathtub 
of her New York apartment. 
Handicapped by. a frail body, en- 
dowed with a genius which won her 
| fame, the poet never forgot her 
‘schoolgirl days in St. Louis when 
she thrilled to the voice of Maude 
Adams in Peter Pan and gazed 
round-eyed at Julia Marlowe as she 
graced the stage of the old Olympic 
Theater. 

The enchantment of the drama, 
indicated in her first book of 
poems “Sonnets to Duse,” never left 
her. Her sister-in-law, Mrs. J. W. 
Teasdale Jr., 5560 Waterman ave- 
nue, recalls that as a Hosmer Hall 
schoolgirl she turned to her as the 
curtain descended on Peter Pan and 
exclaimed: 

“The whole tragedy of life lieg in 
Maude Adam's voice!” 

And much of her later - poetry, 
forged of the magic trinity of 
thought, feeling and music, epito- 
mizes a spirit which soared abuve 
the tragedy of her own life end 
found beauty in the inevitability of 
death. 
| Penciled in neat script is a poem 
'which the author gave Mrs. Teas- 
dale in July, 1907, entitled “To Julia 
| Marlowe.” 


Her appreciation of her art is ex- 
pressed in the lines:

“She had the power to draw peo- 
ple out of themselves,” her sister- 
in-law said, “and spoke always in 
a wonderfully musical voice. She 
never Jost her interest in the little 
things of life, never grew biase, 
continued to be. as pleased and as 
naive as a child. when «accorded 
some new honor.- To ‘Make’ the 
Atlantic. Monthly gave her the 
greatest happiness.” 

Mrs. Teasdale treasures a hither- 
to unpublished note from the poet, 
revealing, with. characteristic mod- 
esty, her favorite poem—one_. not 
written, incidentally, by «herself.

“This is one of the most beauti- 
ful, sincere lyrics I’ever read. It is 
by a man named Mitchell Kenner- 
ley. I’d rather have written it than 
all the reams and reams of stuff 
that I ever wrote rolled into one—a 
thousand times rather—.

HARACTERISTIC of her mod-

F we can make our young people 

[resize that the minute they are

As I said, young 
people learn chiefly from example 
and it is the fact that their fathers 
and mothers have set so much store 
by the things that money brings 
and have spent their money so un- 
wisely in many cases, which has 
brought about some of the evils 
amongst the young. 


I have a theory that all present- 
day evils have their roots in the 
fact that money was too plentiful 
among us and that when every 
eroup of people had more money 
than they had ever had before, they 
fell into many bad habits and so 
perhaps the present depression is a 
healthful chastener and wiil bring

Essentials in Dietetics 

OST foods that are useful be- 
M cause of their mineral content 

also contain certain of the es- 
sential vitamins. 

Thus, liver and egg yolk, which 
are good sources of iron, also sup- 
ply vitamin A, while egg yolk in 
addition supplies vitamin D. 


Iodine is found in fish liver and 
roe, which foods also supply vita- 
mins Aand D. Milk and cheese are 
rich in calcium and also in vita- 
min A. 

The essential mineral elements 
required in a well-balanced diet 
are calcium, phosphorus, iodine and 
iron. The average diet is likely to 
be deficient in these minerals, but 
care in providing them will be re- 
paid in health, 

Calcium is found in cheese, egg 
yolk, milk, bran and green vegeta- 
bles. 

Phosphorous is found in cheese, 
egg yolk, milk, bran and oatmeal. 

Iodine is found in sea foods and 
in a few of the leafy vegetables, 
such as watercress, beet leaves and 
onions. — 4 

Iron is found in egg yolk, meat, 
liver, oatmeal and green vegeta- 
bles. 

Since it is not possible to give 
quantitative data on the body’s 
needs for vitamins, a rule of thumb 
to be followed in order to render 
the diet efficient ig as follows: 

The daily dietary should contain 
one pint of milk, liberal quantities 
of cheese, one ‘orange or one to- 
mato, or a helping of raw salad. 

Vitamin D should be provided for 
in the form of an ounce of butter, 
fat fish and in the case of children 
cod liver oil or when indicated, 
viosterol. :

Mr. Jones has asked me to be 
the executor of his will and es- 
tate. How do I receive the ap- 
pointment legally, and how soon 
after his death must I apply?

The executor named in a will 
takes the will and its two witnesses 
to the Probate Court, in the Civil 
Courts Building, and proves the 
authenticity of the will by testi- 
mony of the witnesses. The will 
being proved, the executor applies 
for letters testamentary which the 
Probate Court issues. If the will 
says the executor shall not give 
bond, no bond is required; if the 
will is silent on the point, the Pro- 
bate Court will require bond to an 
amount double the value of the es- 
tate. The letters testamentury 
recognize the executor in law. He 
then proceeds to publish notice to 
ereditors—this and other required 
legal notices the probate clerk will 
attend to—and pay all debts and 
distribute the estate according to 
the will. He makes such reports 
as the Probate Court may require, 
annually or semi-annually, and 
winds up the estate usually within 
12 or 15 months, Complete distri- 
bution of the estate having been 
made, the executor makes final 
report to the Probate Court and 
applies for discharge as executor, 
If the estate is simple and uncom- 
plicated, it ig possible for one not 
a lawyer to discharge the duties of 
executor with the assistance of the 
clerk of the Probate Court, but 
often seemingly simple problems 
prove to be exceedingly complicat- 
ed. You had better consult a law-
